(A SECRET LEGISLATURE. 
The act of the Legislative Council in exclud- , 
ing both-the public and the Press is a subject | 
which poss¢sses an importance far beyond the | 
mete question of denying the people the oppor- 
tunity of ligtening to, or the/Press the opportun- 
ity of publishing, the debates of that body. In | 
treating upon this subject we write.more in grief | 
than in anger. Believing, as we do, that most | 
if not all.ofthe gentlemen composing that Conn. 
cil gre actupted by a sincere desire to promote | 
the iprosperjty of this’ Colony, we had fondly hop 
ed they waduld pursue a course which would en- | 
title them @t once to the approbation and confi 
dente’ of the public and the commendation of the 
Press. Nor do we-believe that in’ voting for’ 


both they Were actuated by any feeling of hos- 
tility; to the rights and interests of either. But 
of this we feel confident : they have made a great 
blonder, ‘and have, unwittingly, 
grossly infringed upon the rights of the people 
for whom they are appointed to legislate. “It is | 
trne they liave “made arrangements by which we 
may be supplied with atpy of the Clerk’s minutes | 
for publication ; and were we disposed to be sel- 
fish'and sitidy our own personal convenience 
rather than} faithfully discharge our duty as the 
guardian ofthe people’s rights this arrangement 
might possibly content us.’ Bat to lay before 
the pttblic & bare copy of the minutes from -the 
Clerk's bogk, which will prove very dry and un- 
satisfactory reading, is only a part, and a small 
part, of thé duty we wonld desire to discharge to 
the réaderg of the Bririsu: Cotvmatay, especially 
during thé first session of the first législative | 
body in this Colony. Perbaps not the least in- 
teresting part of the proceedings of that body | 
would be the debates and views of the various 
memliers wpon. great Colonial measures which we 
hope to seé introdaced and passed. 

- But we étated in the outset that the snlject 
possessed ‘an importance beyond this. We con- 
ceive a grave question of RIGHT to be involved : | 
the right ¢f the people to listen to the proceed- | 
ings of any body constituted for the purpose of 

' legislating for them ; the right of ‘the Press to | 
publish debates as well as measures and criticize | 
_the satne. | This is aright which we believe. is 
enjoyed in?Great Britain-and in all her Colonies, 
this British Columbia ‘of ours alone excepted. 
The difference between a mere Council of advice 
and a Council invested with the powers of legis- 
lation is wide and marked. The former is pro- 
perly and necessarily a secret Council, while 
the proceedings of the latter properly and right- 
fully belepg to the people for whum they  legis- 
‘late. This principle holds good whether the 
members are appointed by the Crown-or chosen 
by thé pedple. In the case of our Leyislative 
Council ten members are appointed by the Crown 
and five re virtually’ chosen by the people— 
elected if you please. It is surely a wrong to de- 
‘bar the public from all knowledge of whatis said 
in the only legislative body they have, cither 
through the Press or by personal attendance ; 
and the fect that one-third of the members are 
chosen by the people is a great aggravation of 
that wroug. . 
~~ ‘The sujutary results of placing all legislative 
bodies utjder the surveillance of the public and 
the Preg is generally admitted now-a-days. 
Men whqare not possessed of too much principle 
are often Kept'straight by the knowledge that 
they are ¢lusely watched, and that any deviation 
from a ee path will be promptly exposed, 
whereas the same men, if securely screened from 
the eye of both, would prove recreant |to duty 
and the interests of the country, if not _pérpetrate 
the most foul jobbery.
